FBI  nabs  hijack  suspect

BYU  junior  Richard  Floyd  McCoy,  Jr., 
29,  could  receive  the  death  penalty  if  he 
is  found  guilty  as  charged  Sunday  with  air 
piracy. 

McCoy  was  arraigned  at  9 a.m.  Sunday 
in  the  U.S.  Post  Office  in  Salt  Lake  City 
as  being  the  “T.  Johnson”  who  hijacked 
United  Airlines  Flight  855,  a Boeing  727 
jet,  and  bailed  out  near  Provo  late  Friday 
itight  with  $500,000  extortion  money. 

A major  in  law  enforcement,  McCoy 
was  arrested  at  5 a.m.  Sunday  morning  in 
the  modest  brick  house  at  360  S.  200  E. 
that  he  shares  with  his  wife,  Karan,  and 
his  two  small  children,  according  to 
prosecuting  attorney  C.  Nelson  Day. 

McCoy  first  registered  at  BYU  in  1961 
and  has  been  “in  and  out  of  here  since,” 
said  one  university  authority.  From 
Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  he  was  registered 
this  semester  for  20  and  one  half  hours,  a 
load  which  requires  special  permission. 

BYU  Security  Chief  Swen  Nielsen,  who 
taught  him  in  a law  enforcement  class, 
said  he  didn’t  remember  him  “as  being 
different  than  anyone  else.  He  was  a little 
older  and  more  mature  than  the  other 
students,  though.” 

Neighbors  expressed  disbelief  in 
McCoy’s  arrest  and  seemed  to  concur  that 
he  was  “not  the  type  of  person  to  do 
something  like  this.” 

Said  Connie  Reynolds,  superintendent 
of  the  Provo  First  Ward  MIA  (of  which 
the  McCoys  were  members),  “they  were 
mostly  quiet  people.  They  weren’t  very 
outgoing.” 


HE  WAS  described  by  persons  who 
knew  him  as  a quiet,  reserved  person. 

McCoy’s  bishop,  John  Matthews,  who 
was  called  out  of  the  Sunday  morning 
General  Conference  session,  was  not 
available  for  comment. 

McCoy  was  a Sunday  School  teacher  in 
the  Ward  while  his  wife  served  in  a similar 
capacity.  A pupil  in 
his  Sunday  School 
class  claimed  that  “all 
he  ever  talked  about 
was  sin.” 

According  to  the 
FBI,  the  suspect  had 
discussed  how  to 
hijack  a jet  for  ransom 
with  a friend  in  the  R i c h a r d F . 
Utah  Highway  Patrol  McCoy  in  a 1962 
three  weeks  ago  and  Banyan  photo, 
had  tried  to  get  his 
sister-in-law  to  help  him  with  a hijacking 
plot. 

The  FBI  complaint  said  McCoy  told 
patrolman  Robert  Van  leperen  in  a casual 
conversation  that  it  “would  be  possible 
for  someone  to  hijack  a plane  by  taking 
his  own  parachute  along.”  He  also  told 
the  patrolman  that  “if  he  were  to  hijack  a 
plane  he  would  ask  for  half  a million 
bucks.” 

Last  Friday,  while  the  hijacking  drama 
unfolded  over  the  western  skies  and  at 
San  Francisco  International  Airport, 
McCoy’s  sister-in-law  telephoned  Van 
leperen  saying  McCoy  was  not  at  home

ELDER  SIMPSON  will  become  the  new 
managing  director  of  Church  Social 
Services  succeeding  Elder  Marvin  J. 
Ashton  who  was  sustained  to  the  Council 
of  the  Twelve. 

Ben  E.  Lewis,  executive  vice-president 
of  BYU,  was  named  a Regional 
Representative  to  the  Twelve. 

The  first  mission  president  from  East 
Germany  ever  to  visit  the  U.S. , Henry 
Burkhardt  of  the  Dresden  Mission,  was  in 
attendance  at  the  Conference  Sessions. 
President  Burkhardt  presides  over  seven 
districts  with  approximately  5,000 
members  from  the  German  Democratic 
Republic. 

PRESIDENT  Joseph  Fielding  Smith,  95 
year  old  Prophet  of  the  Church,  opened 
and  closed  the  Conference  with  two 
addresses. 

“There  is  no  cure  for  the  ills  of  the 
world  except  the  gospel  of  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,”  said  President  Smith  Thursday. 
“Our  hope  for  peace,  for  temporal  and 
spiritual  prosperity,  and  for  an  eventual 
inheritance  in  the  Kingdom  of  God  is 
found  only  in  and  through  the  restored 
gospel.” 

President  Smith  invited  “all  our 
Father’s  children  everywhere  to  believe  in 
Christ,  to  receive  Him  as  He  is  revealed  by 
living  prophets,  and  to  join  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Chirst  of  Latter-day  Saints.” 

IN  CLOSING  the  Conference  yesterday 
President  Smith  said  “What  a glorious 
thing  it  is  to  have  the  saving  truths  of  the 
everlasting  gospel  to  be  members  of  the 
only  true  and  living  Church  upon  the  face 
of  this  earth,  to  be  on  the  path  leading  to 
eternal  life  in  our  Father’s  Kingdom.”

and  she  was  “scared  to  death” 
because  she  thought  he  was  “on 
some  sort  of  mission.” 

The  FBI  said  it  compared  the 
hijacker’s  notes  with  Army 
records  signed  by  McCoy  and 
found  the  handwriting 
“identical.”  A passenger  aboard 
the  jet  who  sat  near  the  hijacker 
identified  a picture  of  McCoy 
“without  any  problem”  as  the 
man  who  commandeered  the  727 
plane  and  demanded  $500,000 
ransom  for  the  91  persons  aboard 
the  plane,  according  to  Attorney 
Nelson  Day. 


The  skyjacker  who  pulled  the 
most  expensive  hijack  in  domestic 
airline  history  was  described  as 
^ about  30,  white,  medium  build, 
and  wearing  a wig  and  false 
mustache.  He  reportedly  carried  a 
handgrenade,  gun  and  a case  of 
plastic  explosives. 

The  hijacked  plane  landed  at 
the  Salt  Lake  International 
Airport  at  11:50  p.m.  Friday 
night  with  only  its  five  crew 
members  aboard. 

Its  86  passengers  were  allowed 
off  in  San  Francisco  after  the 
skyjacker  was  paid  the  half 
million  dollars  in  small  bills  and 
given  a number  of  parachutes. 
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The  shaded  area  of  the  map  shows  area  searched  for  hijacker  who 
parachuted  near  Provo  after  directing  the  plane  from  Denver  to 
San  Francisco,  to  Salt  Lake. 

Roadblocks,  skunks, 
and  calls  in  manhunt 


Hundreds  of  midnight  travelers 
were  stopped  at  roadblocks  late 
Friday  night  while  helicopters 
swarmed  through  a dark  night 
sporadically  lit  by  military  flares 
in  an  intensive  Provo  manhunt  for 
the  man  who  extorted  $500,000 
from  United  Airlines. 

Searchers  with  flashlights  and 
police  dogs  trudged  through 
mudflats  on  the  shores  of  Utah 
Lake  outside  of  town  and  others 
patrolled  in  boats. 

Provo  City  Police  Chief  Jesse 
Evans  reported  that  police 
covered  all  the  area  from  Sixth 
South  to  Utah  Lake  and  from  the 
airport  to  1600  West  as  well  as  the 
airport  itself  and  found  no 
evidence  of  anyone  having  landed. 

Much  of  the  area,  he  said,  was 
freshly-tilled  or  swampy  land 
where  tracks  would  be  plainly 
visible,  especially  in  view  of  the 
recent  rains. 

Police  radios  blared  the 
description  of  a man  with  a pitted 
face,  mirror  sunglasses,  a wig  and 
false  mustache. 

“It’s  like  something  out  of  a 
storybook,”  said  Utah  Highway 
Patrolman  Ron  Law.  “It’s  the 
wierdest  thing  yet.” 

Roadblocks  caught  many  area 
residents  by  surprise,  including  a 
man  allegedly  a drunken  driver 
driving  a stolen  car. 

The  car,  said  by  officers  to  be 
owned  by  the  Nebo,  Utah,  School 
District,  was  heisted  during  the 
search  and  stopped  at  one  of 
many  roadblocks. 

The  driver  told  officers  as  he 
was  taken  into  custody  that  his 
own  pickup  had  been  stolen. 


A car  with  two  persons  in  it  ran 
a roadblock  but  was  chased  down 
within  minutes.  It  turned  out  to 
be  unrelated  to  the  hijack. 

Sheriff’s  officers  reported  that 
one  FBI  agent  became  a casualty 
during  the  night  as  he  was  probing 
the  Utah  Lake  area  on  foot  and 
stepped  on  a skunk. 

The  agent  was  not  injured  but 
was  removed  from  the  search. 

A s i x-car  collision  was  also 
reported  on  Interstate  15  near  the 
search  area  and  troopers  hurriedly 
investigated,  sent  several  injured 
to  hospitals  and  rejoined  the 
search. 

Many  calls  were  reported.  A 
woman  in  Lehi  reported  she  had 
seen  a parachute  drop  at  the  north 
end  of  Utah  Lake  while  an 
American  Fork  housewife  said 
two  scared-looking  young  people 
came  to  her  door  at  2 a.m. 
looking  for  directions. 

As  the  ground  search  wound 
down,  the  county  sheriff  said  he 
was  going  to  find  “the  south  side 
of  a straw  stack  and  get  some 
sleep.” 


The  nine-hour  odyssey  began 
over  the  Rocky  Mountains  almost 
30  minutes  after  the  plane  left 
Denver  at  2:36  p.m.  en  route  to 
Los  Angeles. 

THE  MAN  pulled  off  the 
hijacking  without  ever  leaving  his 
seat.  He  took  over  the  plane  and 
handed  typewritten  notes  to  a 
stewardess  who  carried  them  to 
the  pilot. 

He  ordered  the  plane  diverted 
to  San  Francisco  where  the  craft 
sat  at  the  far  end  of  a runway  for 
three  hours  while  the  airline 
provided  what  the  hijacker 
demanded— four  parachutes,  fuel 
for  4,000  miles  of  flight  and 
$500,000. 

The  money,  in  two  suitcases, 
was  placed  on  a ramp  abopt  100 
feet  from  the  plane  and  picked  up 
shortly  after  7 p.m.  PST.  The 
passengers  and  one  stewardess 
then  were  allowed  to  leave  the 
plane  and  it  took  off  at  7:41  p.m. 
PST,  headed  east.  He  then 
directed  the  pilot  to  fly  in  a 
southeasterly  direction  to 
Tonopah,  Nevada  and  from  there 
to  Fairfield,  Utah,  according  to 
Attorney  Day. 

Capt.  Gerry  D.  Hearn  of  Los 
Angeles  was  then  ordered  to  fly 
eastward  to  Price,  Utah.  After 
about  five  minutes,  he  reported 
that  he  felt  a weight  change,  as  if 
the  skyjacker  had  jumped  off. 

AFTER  FIVE  more  minutes  of 
flight,  the  crew  discovered  he  was 
gone. 

Attorney  Day  reported  that  the 
skyjacker  had  his  own  parachute 
with  him,  dropping  the  four 
electronically-bugged  parachutes 
out  of  the  plane  somewhere 
during  the  flight. 

McCoy  was  an  amateur 
skydiver,  according  to  Bill  Dause, 
instructor  at  a skydiving  center 
near  Salt  Lake  City.  But,  said 
Dause,  “he  was  not  a very  good 
parachutist.  1 just  thought  he  was 
a very  nice  guy,  quiet  and 
likeable.” 

MCCOY  WAS  wearing  Army 
fatigues  when  arrested  and  was 
preparing  to  join  his  National 
Guard  unit  for  its  Sunday  drill.  A 
Vietnam  war  veteran  with 
helicopter  pilot  experience,  he 
was  a member  of  an  engineering 
unit  at  Murray,  Utah. 

During  his  brief  appearance 
before  U.S.  Magistrate  A.M. 
Ferro,  McCoy  was  quiet  and 
appeared  calm.  His  only  remark  to 
newsmen  as  he  faced  the  charges 
of  pulling  off  the  biggest  airline 


ransom  hijack  in  history  was:  “It’s 
embarrassing,  let’s  face  it.” 

MEANWHILE,  FBI  agents 
searched  his  home  and  dug  up  the 
back  yard  looking  for  the 
$500,000  in  cash.  After  digging 
through  a compost  pile  in  the 
back  yard,  checking  his  car  and 
home,  the  agents  left,  saying  the 
ransom  had  not  been  found  and 
“the  search  is  still  on”  for  it. 


“I  can’t  believe  that  he  would 
do  such  a thing,”  said  Jessica 
Cluff,  a neighbor  who  was  “very 
familiar”  with  Karan  McCoy.  She 
said  Mrs.  McCoy  is  the  in-service 
teacher  of  Provo  First  Ward  MIA 
program. 

McCoy  will  appear  “as  soon  as 
possible”  before  a U.S.  magistrate 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  the  FBI  said. 

Ironically,  commented  a fellow 
student  in  McCoy’s  police 
administration  class,  he  “wanted 
to  make  his  dent  on  the  world  by 
uncovering  organized  crime.”

Mahonri  Young  sculptures  are 
still  being  cast  in  bronze  at  BYU, 
as  evidenced  by  the  12  by  18  inch 
bronze  statuette  of  Brigham 
Young  which  was  recently 
presented  to  President  Dallin  H. 
Oaks  by  the  Art  Department. 

The  statuette  is  made  from  the 
original  model  from  which 
Mahonri  Young  created  the 
Brigham  Young  statue  which 
stands  in  the  Hall  of  Fame  of  the 
Washington,  D.C.,  Capitol 
Rotunda. 

The  plaster  statue,  which  Mr. 
Young  fashioned  prior  to  making 
the  trip  to  Italy  where  he  carved  a 
larger-than-life  copy  of  it  from 
Carrera  marble,  is  part  of  BYU’s 
8,000-piece  Mahonri  Young 
Collection. 

The  late  Mahonri  Young,  a 
grandson  of  the  statue’s  subject, 
was  sculptor  of  the  Seagull 
Monument  on  Temple  Square  in 
Salt  Lake  City,  commemorating 
the  bird  which  savetf  tfe  jdsrthdh- 
pioneers  from  a cricket  plague. 

Another  of  his  most  famous 
works  is  the  “This  is  the  Place” 
Monument  at  the  entrace  to 
Emigration  Canyon. 

The  Brigham  Young  statue  in 
the  rotunda  of  the  Capitol 
building  was  the  last  of  his  large 
projects.  It  was  completed  in 
1 95  0,  seven  years  before  his 
death. 

The  BYU  forge,  located  on 
lower  campus,  has  been  used  for 
numerous  projects.  Neil  Hadlock, 
BYU’s  caster,  forged  the  Brigham 
Young  statue  from  silicon  bronze 
using  the  lost  wax  method.

Educated  in  Latter-day  Saints 
University  and  Normal  School  at 
the  University  of  Utah,  she  taught 
in  Salt  Lake  City  schools,  became 
grade  supervisor,  and  later  special 
instructor  of  remedial  work  at  the 
BYU  Training  School. 

She  became  counselor  to  Relief 
Society  President  Amy  Brown 
Lyman  in  1940,  and  in  1945 
became  president  of  the  Relief 
Society.  The  Relief  Society  is 
considered  the  oldest  active 
women’s  organization  in  the 
United  States.

BYU’s  tracksters  won  the  annual 
BYU-ASU-Utah  triangular  meet  as 
expected,  although  the  margin  of 
victory  was  not  as  large  as  it  has 
been  in  recent  years.  The  Cats 
garnered  81  points  to  69  for  the 
Sun  Devils  and  34  for  the  Utes.

According  to  assistant  coach 
Willard  Hirschi,  “All  our  people 
performed  well.

Several  freshmen,  including  Steve

everyone  has  shown  the  future 
looks  very  bright.” 

INJURIES  once  again  played  a 
key  factor  in  the  meet  results  for 
the  Mountain  Cats.  Several 
individuals  who  undoubtedly 
could  have  won  their  events  did 
not  make  the  trip. 

High  hurdlers  Dan  Redfearn  and 
Lou  Kerby  would  likely  have 
finished  one-two  but,  instead  the 
blue-and-white  were  shut  out  in 
that  event.

It  seems  common  practice  for  people  to 
talk  about  their  friends  and  neighbors  to 
criticize  their  seeming  peculiarities  and 
weaknesses.  In  fact,  it  is  general  that  one 
would  think  that  gossiping  about  and 
judging  others  were  the  thing  to  do. 

The  reason  we  cannot  Judge  is  obvious.

They  may 
be  pure  while*  we  think  they  are 
improper. 

How  can  we,  with  all  our  weaknesses 
and  frailities,  dare  to  arrogate  ourselves  to 
the  position  of  a judge?  At  best  man  can 
judge  only  what  he  sees;  he  cannot  judge 
the  heart  or  the  intention,  or  begin  to 
judge  the  potential  of  his  neighbor. 

Let  us  remember  that  the  further  out 
of  line  we  are,  the  more  inclined  we  are 


to  look  for  error  or  weaknesses  in  oUiers 
and  try  to  rationalize  and  justify  our  own 
faults  rather  than  trying  to  improve 
ourselves. 

Gossip  is  the  worst  form  of  judging. 
The  tongue  is  the  most  dangerous, 
destructive  and  deadly  weapon  available 
to  man. 

Let  us  determine  now  that  in  the  heart 
of  the  campaign  we  will  not  indulge  in 
vituperative  talk  of  personalities  which 
we  so  often  hear.  We  must  not  rail  against 
our  brother  and  accuse  him  of  lying  and 
cheating,  or  being  dishonest  or  immoral. 
Let  us  stand  oh  principle,  high  principle. 

Only  by  suspending  judgement  and 
guarding  our  tongues  do  we  exhibit  real 
charity.

Wilkinson  told  the  executives. 

“My  prayer  at  this  time  for  you 
and  all  of  America  is  that  through 
a return  to  faith  in  God,  restored 
confidence  in  the  supreme  worth 
of  individual  effort,  a greater 
devotion  to  our  Constitution, 
America  may  continue  to  offer 
the  same  blessings  of  liberty  ahd 
opportunity  to  our  posterity  as  it 
gave  to  our  immigrant  forefathers 
and  to  ourselves.”

Dr.  James  B.  Mayfield,  an 
authority  on  mid-eastern  adairs 
will  speak  today  at  noon  in  the 
Varsity  Theater.

Declaring  that  United  States 
already  has  become,  in  large  part, 
a welfare  state,  the  educator 
lashed  out  at  politicians  for 
departing  from  the  constitutional 
concept  of  limited  government. 
“The  new  cancer  of  thinking  that 
the  government  exists  to 
guarantee  our  economic  welfare 
has  developed  the  tendency  of 
nearly  all  segments  of  our 
economy  to  run  to  the 
government  for  help  every  time 
they  are  in  need.” 

He  asserted  politicians 
continually  talk  in  favor  of  free 
enterprise,  but  at  the  same  time 
vote  for  Santa  Claus. 

“There  is  no  limit  to  human 
wants  and  desires,  and  as  long  as 
the  government  pays  for  these 
there  will  be  no  limit  to  the 
demand  made  on  the  government. 
In  private  economy  we  can  have 
only  what  we  pay  for.  On  the 
other  hand,  in  the  government 
economy  we  live  under  the 
delusion  that  public  services  and 
goods  come  for  free,  with  the  cost 
borne  by  that  distant  abstraction, 
the  government.  Under  this 
delusion,  as  long  as  the  services  or 
goods  can  be  had  gratis  or  below 
cost,  demand  will  always  exceed 
the  supply  and  the  government 
will  never  be  able  to  keep  up  with 
the  demand.” 

Warning  that  this  nation  as  it 
has  existed  is  in  danger,  he 
cautioned:  “With  the  removal  by 
the  Supreme  Court  of  many 
constitutional  restraints,  our 
increased  reliance  on  legislation, 
together  with  relaxation  or  moral, 
social  and  religious  standards,  we 
are  witnessing  some  of  the  same 
social  phenomena  which  preceded 
the  downfall  of  other 
civilizations.” 

“I  submit  that  today  our  pulpits 
are  not  aflame  with  righteousness, 
calling  for  personal  responsibility 
and  morality.

Byrnes  dies 

Former  Supreme  Court  Justice 
James  Francis  Byrnes,  secretary  of 
state  under  President  Harry  S. 
Truman  and  close  adviser  to 
President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt, 
died  yesterday  at  the  age  of  92. 

80  nations 
to  sign  treaty 

WASHINGTON  (UPI)  - About 
80  nations,  including  the  United 
States,  the  Soviet  Union  and 
Great  Britain,  will  sign  a treaty 
today  banning  biological  and 
toxic  weapons  at  ceremonies  in 
Washington,  London  and  Moscow. 
President  Nixon  is  expected  to 
attend  the  Washington  ceremony 
at  the  State  Department. 

The  15-article  convention  was 
negotiated  during  the  last  several 
years  at  the  conference  of  the 
Committee  on  Disarmament  in 
Geneva.  The  U.N.  General 
Assembly  endorsed  the  pact  on 
Dec.  16,  1971,  by  an 

overwhelming  vote  of  110  to  0 
with  one  abstention. 

France,  which  has  never  taken 
up  its  seat  at  the  26-nation 
Geneva  Conference,  is  expected  to 
boycott  the  treaty. 

It  was  not  immediately  known 
if  Communist  China  would  adhere 
to  the  convention. 

The  pact  calls  on  the  signatory 
parties  ‘‘never  in  any 
circumstances  to  develop, 
produce,  stockpile  or  otherwise 
acquire  or  retain”  biological 
agents  or  toxins.  A toxin  is  a 
poisonous  agent  produced 
through  a biological  or  a 
microbiological  process. 

The  pact  also  calls  on  all  parties 
to  destroy  whatever  reserves  they 
may  have  of  these  weapons  and  to 
pledge  never  to  transfer  them  to 
other  countries.
